Regulation 16 for Faculties at page 46 of the Calen 
Jar, Volume I, 1968 , shall read as under : -- 

16 .1. The recommendations of the Boards of Studies 
in regard to courses of reading to be followed by candi 
dates for the examinations of the University other than 
the matriculation and higher secondary examinations 
shall be placed before the faculty concerned for con 
sideration and for making appropriate recommendations 
to the Academic Council and / or the Syndicate , as the 
case may be . 

16 .2 . The recommendations of the Boards of Studies

The recommendations of the Faculties of Languages , 
Arts, Science & Mathematics , Commerce, Education and 
Design & Fine Arts on the Courses of Reading, the 
Syllabuses and the Outlines in cach paper for the exami 
nations in those Faculties shall be reported to the 
Academic Council, but the Council shall not alter them 
without referring them back to the Faculty for recon 
sideration . The proceedings of the Faculties and the 
Academic Council shall be subject to the sanction of 
the Syndicate . 

Similar recommendations of other Faculties shall be 
reported to the Syndicate , which shall have power to 
sanction them but not to alter them without referring 
them back to the Faculty concerned , 

If a proposal submitted by a Faculty is not approved 
by the Syndicate the resolution of the Syndicate with 
that of the Faculty shall be submitted to the Senate , 

The Course of Reading for the University examina 
tions prescribed by the Syndicate , upon the recommend 
utions of the Faculties , shall be subject to the approval 
of ihe Senate . 

The recommendations of the School Board rolating to 
the Courses of Reading , Syllabus and Outlines in each 
paper for the M & S . L . C . and Higher Secondary 
Examinations shall be circulated without delay to the 


members of the Languages, Arts, Science & Mathematics 
and Education Faculties and shall be reported to the 
Syndicate thiſty days after the receipt of the proceed 
ings of the Board , together with any objections made 
by the Faculties in a special ineering convened for this 
purpose at the request of five members of the Facul 
ties . 

If no objection has been received from any Faculty , 
tho Syndicate shall have power to sanction the propo 
sals of the Board , but shall not alter them without refer 
ring them back to the Board for consideration .
